The Democratic State Convention 
will be held in Lexington on Ju)rte 11, 
that city having been named and the 
date fixed at a meeting of the State 
Executive Committee in Frankfort yes¬ 
terday. Legislative district mass con¬ 
ventions will be held June 6 to name 
delegates to the State Convention. 

The committee was evenly diyided 
between Louisville and Lexington, and, 
of course. Chairman McQuown, who, in 
cases of ties, is empowered to cast the 
deciding vote, voted for Lexington. 

For several weeks strong influences 
have been at work secretly and persist¬ 
ently to have the Committee give Lex¬ 
ington the convention. Why these in¬ 
fluences were so determinedly in,favor 
of Lexington we do, not know, and we 
are fearful that the design, when it be¬ 
comes evident, will do the party no 
good. 

Ninety per cent, of the Democracy 
of this Congressional District f&voted 
Louisville. The Fourth District Com¬ 
mittee, by a unanimous vote, recently 
declared for that city,, and adopted a 
resolution requesting Executive Com¬ 
mitteeman Sam T. Spalding to vote for 
Louisville as the convention city. 

The action of the committee on yes¬ 
terday will disappoint many Democrats , 
in the Fourth District.

THE DOLLAR AND THE PESO 


Mexican Authorities Have Decided 
That There Is a Definite Dis¬ 
tinction Between Them. 


The. question in Mexico of what a 
“dollar” means bas recently been 
authoritatively settled. The depart¬ 
ment of finance 1ms decided that the 
word “dollar” shall mean the Ameri¬ 
can gold dollar, and that when the 
Mexican silver dollar is meant the 
word “peso” shall l e employed. 

Some time ago on Aineri-an-resi¬ 
dent at Tampico wrote “dollars” on 
a check, ami the Tampico bank 
cashier to whom the check was. pre¬ 
sented paid the amount iri gold 
values. The drawer of the check 
claimed that it was his intention to 
have silver paid. Litigation was 
i threatened, but upon investigation 
| the authorities decid^l against the 
drawer of the chock. The. Mexican 
ruling applies to all documents— 
J notes, drafts, etc.—Mining World.
